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REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 


(January Ist—December 3lst, 1942) 


(To be presented at the Annual General Meeting, to take place at the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, Storey’s Gate, Westminster, S.W.|, at 4.30 p.m. on Tuesday, May I/Ith, 1943) 


It will be recalled that on the 
occasion of the last annual general 
meeting it was announced that in 
future the annual report of the 
Council would cover the same period 
as the accounts of the Society, 
namely the whole of the preceding 
year. 

The present report therefore deals 
with the period January 1, 1942, to 
December 31, 1942, and should be 
regarded as a transitional one. Acti- 
vities during the first portion of 1942 
were summarised in the report of the 
Council for the Session 1942—Octo- 
ber, 1941, to May, 1942.* It is un- 
necessary, therefore, to repeat certain 
matters already recorded therein, 
such as the election of the new 
council and committees. It may be 
stated, however, that the new Presi- 
dent, Mr. R. O. Ackerley, and his col- 
leagues, duly assumed office in Octo- 
ber, 1942, and further that the Society 
was able to proceed with its work 
without interruption during the 
remainder of the year, which, as a 
whole, should be regarded as very suc- 
cessful. A feature again has been the 
substantial addition in membership, 
largely owing to the activities of the 
various centres and groups. 


Centres and Groups 

The practice of publishing on the 
inside cover of THE TRANSACTIONS, a 
list of Centres and Groups and the 
responsible officers and members of 
committees has been continued. The 
chief changes during the past year 
have been the elevation of the New- 
castle Group (North Eastern Area) to 
Centre status, the formation of new 
Groups in Bath and Leicester, and the 
revival of the Group originally pro- 
posed in Sheffield. During the same 
period two other Groups, with head- 
quarters respectively in Sheffield and

Cardiff, also made application to be- 
come Centres, and in both cases the 
applications were granted—the 
change to take effect in 1943. An ap- 
plication was also received for the 
formation of a Group in Bradford, to 
take effect from January 1, 1943, on- 
wards, and this, too, was approved. 

Two meetings of the Committee on 
Centres, at which questions of inter- 
est to Centres and Groups were dis- 
cussed, have been held. Recom- 
mendations in regard to principles 
affecting their formation and the 
framing of local rules have been 
adopted and embodied in pamphlet 
form. In addition, the holding of in- 
formal meetings of representatives of 
Centres and Grouns at convenient 
places outside London is_ being 
initiated. It is hoped that this 
departure will be helpful in crystal- 
lising problems to be submitted to 
the Committee on Centres for dis- 
cussion. 

In the meantime the progressive 
development in Centres and Groups 
makes it evident that the ultimate 
stage already visualised—the division 
of Great Britain into regional areas, 
each having its own Area Com- 
mittee to supervise the activities of 
the various Centres within its area— 
is now being approached. 


Meetings during the past Year 

For the year 1942 as a whole the 
total number of meetings held 
approached fifty, which included eight 
sessional meetings held in London. 
Those held during the Session 1941-42 
have already been recorded. The 
1942-43 Session was opened with 
an interesting address entitled “ See- 
ing is Believing,” by the President, 
Mr. R. O. Ackerley, who has since 
visited and addressed almost all the 
existing Centres and Groups. On 
November 10 a paper on “The Light- 
ing of Docks,” prepared by Mr. 
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Thomas Nisbett, was presented in his 
absence, owing to indisposition, by 
Mr. D. A. Hart. At the request of the 
authorities publication of this paper 
has been withheld. The Council 
records with great regret the subse- 
quent death of Mr. Nisbett, a young 
member of considerable ability on 
whom the distinction of Fellowship 
had recently been conferred. The 
final Sessional Meeting, on. Decem- 
ber 8, was devoted to a discussion on 
“Lighting and Post War Reconstruc- 
tion (Guidance, Specification, and 
Legislation),” which was ovened by 
Mr. A. G. Higgins. 

Good results have again followed 
from the interchange of papers be- 
tween Centres and Grouns. Arrange- 
ments are now being made to preserve 
a monthly record of meetings held in 
order that any of special interest 
meriting publication in THE TRANSAC- 
TIONS or repetition in London and 
other cities may be noted. 


The Leon Gaster Memorial Premium 


A statement of the income and ex- 
penditure of this fund is appended. 
The eleventh award of the premium 
of ten guineas was made to Mr. J. N. 
Aldington for his paper on “ Fluor- 
escent Light Sources and Their Appli- 
cations,” originally read before the 
Manchester Centre on January 15, 
1942, and presented again in London 
on April 14, 1942. This event is of 
interest as marking the first occasion 
on which the premium has been 
awarded for a paper initially read 
before a Centre. 


Publications 


It has been found possible to con- 
tinue the issue of THe TRANSACTIONS 
in its present form. In addition to the 
usuai records of papers read at 
Sessional Meetings several papers and 
addresses given before Centres have 
appeared, namely the paper on 
“Lighting in- the Woollen and 
Worsted Industry,” read by Mr. T. C. 
Houldsworth, Mr. J. W. Howell, and 
Mr. J. H. Jackson before the Leeds 
Centre on May 4, 1942, and the lecture 
on “ The Eye,” delivered by Dr. J. R. 
Mitchell to the Birmingham Centre 
on April 17, 1942. THe TRANSACTIONS 
are also serving for the publication of 
independent contributions, of which 
“Population Density and the Heights 


of Buildings,” by Mr. H. E. Beckett, js 
an instance. 

As mentioned in the last annual 
report, “Light and Lighting” has 
been appearing in a miniature form, 
After a year’s experience of this 
change. which has been found gener. 
ally acceptable, it was decided ty 
adopt the same dimensions for 
THE Transactions, from January, 
1943, onwards. It is believed that thi 
change, which enables some econo 
mies in paper consumption to be 
made, will prove generally acceptable 
The adoption of similar sizes of page 
and column for both publications has 
also certain advantages. 


Membership 
The additions to membership re 
corded in THE TRANSACTIONS during 
the period January to December 
1942, are as follows:— 


Sustaining Members 
Corporate Members 
Associates 

Students 


It is noteworthy that by far -the 
greater part of these additions took 
the form of Corporate Membership, 
the number of Associates admitted 
being relatively small, whilst no ad- 
ditions to Country Membership were 


made. In addition, twenty-one Coun- 
try Members and one Associate trans- 
ferred to Corporate Membership dur 
ing the year. The number of students 
was naturally small in present cir 
cumstances, but it is hoped that this 
will be greatly augmented in time to 
come. 

The influence of the formation of 
Centres and Groups on Membership 
is well illustrated in the accompany- 
ing table, which shows how these ad- 
ditions were distributed. 

In the course of the year a limited 
number of copies of an amended List 
of Members was prepared, the chief 
object being to put on record the very 
considerable number of changes and 
additions during the past two years. 
The opportunity was taken to include 
as an appendix subsidiary lists of 
members classified in terms of the 
Centres and Groups to which they 
were attached—which, however, al 
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ready require modifications and addi- 
ions. 

’ In the course of the year it became 
apparent that the number of Cor- 
porate Members already approached 
1,000—the limit for which the Society, 
was registered (an extension from the 
original 500 to 1,000 was made shortly 
before the war). Steps were accord- 
ingly taken to permit a further ex- 
tension up to 2,000. . 

The total number of names on the 
List of Members at the end of 1942 was 
approximately 1280, of whom 104 were 
Fellows and 922 Corporate Members. 
This total, however, includes about 130 
names of members who are with the 
Forces, or whose addresses are located 
in countries in enemy occupation, or 
with whom contact has been tempo- 
rarily lost. 

Fellowship 

In the course of the session eighteen 
new Fellows have been elected. The 
total at the end of 1942 was 104, about 
8 per cent. of the total membership. 
The Council again take this oppor- 
tunity of thanking those members 
who have served on the Board of 
Fellows for the careful and conscien- 
tious manner in which they have dis- 
charged their difficult duties. 


Honorary Membership 
The Council has elected Mr. J. S. 
Dow, who has been associated with 
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the Society since its inception and has 
served as Honorary Secretary since 
1928, an Honorary Member of the 
Society. (The only other Honorary 
Member of the Society at the present 
time is Mr. A. P. Trotter.) 


Examinations in Illuminating 
Engineering 

As already recorded, the examina- 
tion in Illuminating Engineering 
initiated by the City and Guilds of 
London Institute was again ‘held, 
though in present circumstances the 
number of students attending the 

examination was inevitably small. 
The Council desire to commend this 
examination strongly to the attention 
of members. With this aim in view a 
brief description of the nature of the 
examination, with specimens of ques- 
tions set~in, has been recently pub- 
lished in THE TRANSACTIONS*, and sub- 
sequently reprinted in pamphlet form. 


Financial Position 
In the accounts presented the prac- 
tice of including in italics at the side 
corresponding figures for the previous 
financial year, has again been fol- 
lowed. A comparison between re- 
sults for 1942 and 1941 can thus readily 
be made.

The growth in membership, noted 
above, has been mainly responsible for 
an increase in revenue of approxi- 
mately £500, with the result that al- 
though expenditure has also in some 
degree increased there was an excess 
of income over expenditure of 
£315 5s. 7d. (as compared with 
£120 2s. 4d. for the previous year). The 
cost of printing THE TRANSACTIONS 
was somewhat less than in the previ- 
ous year, but this was more than off- 
set by the cost of production of the 
greatly expanded List of Members. 
The expenditure by Centres and 
Groups, as would naturally be ex- 
pected, shows a considerable increase. 
There has been some special expendi- 
ture on the preparation of Lighting 
Reconstruction Pamphlets; this, how- 
ever, is compensated by the fact that 
an almost similar amount incurred for 
legal advice in 1941, is absent from the 
present statement. 

In the course of the year an addi- 
tional £250 has been devoted to the 
purchase of National Defence Bonds, 
bringing the total up to £1,000. Of 
the other funds there is little to report. 
The value of the 34 per cent. Regis- 
tered War Stock held by the Society 
in connection with its general fund, 
as well as the various special funds 
mentioned above, again stands sub- 
stantially above the original cost of 
purchase. 


Lighting Problems in Post-War 
Reconstruction 

The Committees concerned with this 
problem have been continuing their 
work, and have concentrated attention 
mainly on the preparation of a series 
of Lighting Reconstruction Pamphlets, 
on which considerable progress has 
been made. The initial pamphlet 
dealing with first principles was com- 
pleted and others had reached an ad- 
vanced stage by the end of 1942. The 
issue of these pamphlets is being de- 
ferred until the time is ripe for their 
use, but it is believed that they will 
prove of considerable service in the 
future. 

Several members of the Society 
have been serving on the Committee 
operating under the aegis of the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, which is concerned with the

ost-war lighting of certain classes of 
uildings, whose recommendations 
will doubtless have an important jp. 
fluence on future standards and de 
sign. At the request of the Com. 
mittee the Society has on two occ. 
sions tendered evidence dealing m 
spectively with the post-war lighti 
of dwellings (houses and flats) a 
with the post-war lighting of schools 
and has been cordially thanked by the 
Committee for their efforts in this con. 
nection. 

The subject of post-war street light. 
ing is also being studied by one of the 
Society’s sub-committees, which is re 
ceiving helpful co-operation from the 
Association of Public Lighting Engi. 


neers. 
The 1.E.S. Code 


The I.E.S. Code has continued to bk 
of service in connection with the re 
lighting of factories engaged on work 
of national importance, and, in its 
revised form, has been in constant de 
mand. In view of its adoption by the 
Ministry of Supply, the Admiralty, 
and the Ministry of Aircraft Produc. 
tion, no radical alterations in the 
nature of the code can be readily in- 
troduced during the period of the war. 
Future developments are, however, 
being studied by a committee of the 
Society, which is reviewing the basis 
on which values of illumination for 
various processes should be deter 
mined and classified, with a view to 
providing a more scientific back 
ground to the Code, and also the in 
sertion of additional matter, clauses 
bearing on the “ quality of lighting’ 
(e.g., diffusion, avoidance of glare and 
glitter, shadow conditions, etc.), 


Lighting Conditions in Special 
Industries 

An opportunity is also presented 
for the study of the lighting require 
ments of special industries. It i 
hoped that Centres and Groups wil 
be able to render good service by 
initiating inquiries into special indus 
tries in their respective districts. Suc 
inquiries are already proceedins 
under the auspices of the Leed 
Centre, which is studying the requitt 
ments of the tailoring and garmett 
making industries, and in Sheffield 
where a similar investigation of th 
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steel and iron industries is being 
made. 
Future Prospects 


The Society has every reason to be 
satisfied with the progress made 
during the past year, which will 
doubtless continue. 

It is evident, however, that in the 
post-war period there will be many 
new problems confronting it, not only 
in the form of technical problems re- 
lating to lighting, but in the organis- 
ation of its own activities.- In this 
connection, the influence of develop- 
ments which have already occurred 
during the war-time period, such as 
the expanding activities of the 
Society, the progressive increase in 
the number of Centres and Groups, 
and the departure involved in the 
granting of Fellowship, should be 
considered. 

The Council has accordingly asked 
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the General Purposes Committee to 
undertake an inquiry into post-war 
activities of the Society and to invite 
the co-operation of all classes of mem- 
bership when so doing, so as to be 
prepared. with concrete proposals for 
the future. 

In the meantime the Council desire 
to take this opportunity of again 
thanking the many members who 
have devoted time and efforts to the 
Society’s welfare, as officers and mem- 
bers of Committees, by undertaking 
secretarial duties, and by otherwise 
aiding the work of the Society—often 
under difficult conditions peculiar to 
war-time. Without this large measure 
of voluntary effort, which has ex- 
tended so rapidly during recent years, 
it would be quite impossible to main- 
tain the activities of the Society.

Sessional Meeting 
in London 


A Sessional Meeting was held in 
the lecture theatre of the E.L.M.A. 
Lighting Service Bureau (2, Savoy- 
hill, London, W.C.2), at 5 pm., on 
Tuesday, April 13. In the absence of 
the President, Dr. H. Buckley (Vice- 
President) took the chair. 

The minutes of the last meeting 
having been taken as read, the Hon. 
Secretary briefly announced the 
arrangements for the forthcoming 
Annual General Meeting and Ses- 
sional Meeting on May 11, and the 
informal social evening to take place 
on the same date. 

The Chairman then called upon Mr. 
J.S. Preston to read his paper on 
“Photoelectric Photometers: their 
Characteristics, Use, and Mainten- 
anee.” The paper commenced by a 
brief review of the physical measure- 
ment of radiation by thermal, photo- 
gtaphic, and photoelectric methods. 
Subsequently the use of emission 


cells and selenium rectifier cells in 
photometry were discussed in con- 
siderable detail, and various circuits 
used in connection therewith were 
illustrated. 

The paper was illustrated by a 
number of interesting and informa- 
tive demonstrations and led to a 
full discussion, in which the follow- 
ing took part: Dr. H. Buckley, Mr. 
G. T. Winch, Mr. G. S. H. Mogford, 
Dr. J. W. T. Walsh, Lt.-Col. K. Edg- 
cumbe, Mr. C. F. Freeman, Professor 
J. T. MacGregor-Morris, and Capt. J. 
Murray. 

After Mr. Preston had replied to 
the discussion, a vote of thanks to the 
author and to the E.L.M.A. Lighting 
Service Bureau for their hospitality 
terminated the proceedings.
